It was 
decided, however, to postpone a meeting 
of the full committee till next week.

Adams' Special Town Meeting, 


At the special town meeting held at 


Adams this afternoon nine new streets 
w ere accepted and $500 was voted for 
evening schools.

The meeting held in the board of trade 


rooms Friday evening to consider pro- 
posed amendments to the city charter 
was well attended. 
After calling the 


meeting to order and briefly stating its 
object President Wilkinson called upon 
Mayor Hougbton, who presented a plan 
by which the city may be able to secure 
permanent street improvements more 
rapidly than under the present system 
and yet without feelinpf the burden of 
expense too severely. 


!Haj or llmiglston's Remark*. 


Mayor Houghton began by Baying he 


thought matters could be talked over in 
the board of trade the Same as in the 
family circle. He had had a little talk 
with President Wilkinson on a, su bject 
which it would be well, it seemed to 
them, to talk over in the board of trade, 
where the city charter was first discussed 
and by whose vote the matter was taken 
before the town and the legislature. That 
charter was framed to secure a non-parti- 
can government based on business princi- 
ples, and Mr. Houghton believed it to be 
one of the best city charters ever framed. 
It was very gratifying to see other cities 
copying it, and he he] ived if it were not 
for politics nearly all of them would adopt 
it or something very near like it 


"The charter cannot be improved upon 


so lar as It goes," said Mr. Huughton, 
"but I would like to present something 
for you to think about in the way of per- 
manent improvement in our streets. 
Nothing is more important. For the last 
ten years we have been spending from 
$10,000 to $17,000 annually on our streets, 
and those who have had them in charge 
have done the best they could. But in 
looking around we find that we have 
little good material for street making. 
We have but little gravel and it has to be 
carted long distances. The lime rook 
grinds to powder and gives poor satisfac* 
tion, and to macademize we have to buy 
trap rock, which is very expensive. The 
results of our macadamizing are good as 
far as we have gone,but whether they are 
quite up to our expectations is a question. 


To make permanent improvements by 


laying out a small sum each year is slow 
work and we get but a little patch at a 
time. It would be of great benefit and 
value to the city if we could have perma- 
nent streets. 
Science and 
experience 


have shown which is best and we can get 
the best if we will only look into the 
matter. But if there was a proposition to 
lay out a large sum on the streets the 
question of debt might come up. Our 
schools and water works have cost a great 
deal and the people of the city have been 
very liberal in providing for these things. 
The reservoir which you have just com- 
pleted is one of the best and you will be 
proud of it iu the years to come. The 
growth of the city makes it necessary to 
provide liberally for our schools. 


All these things have placed a big debt 


upon us, and so to propose anything at 
this time which would materially increase 
the tar rate would not seem wise. And 
it la a question whether the oullying dis- 
tricts should pey a full share toward 
street improvements in the centre of the 
city. Suppose we were to lay out £20,000 
on Main street, it would be hardly just to 
compel outsiders to pay in the same pro- 
portion to those owning property on that 
street. In considering this step we want 
to be fair and to look after the interests 
ofalL 


I now want to make a suggestion, and it 


is whether it would be v\ ise to amend the 
charter so that for permanent street Im- 
provements 59 per cent, of the cost could 
be assesse^ upon the abutters, 25 per 
cent, on each side of the street. Then a 
large loan coujd be made, payable in live 
years, one fifth of the whole each year. 
Half of this would bo paid by the city 
and half by the abutters, ami in this way 
the cost each year would be compara- 
tively small. Wherever permanent im- 
piovements were made there would be a 


i saving of the expense of repairs, and al?o 
! butter sanitary conditions. 


i 
This idea seemed to me worthy ol'con- 


j sideration. But we want to be conserva- 


I live, and so I would suggest that the limit 
' to which we could borrow under the 
charter for this purpose should be one 
per cent of the total valuation. 
This 


would give us $75,000 at once, to be piid 
at the rate of 115,000 a year, and this, 
divided between the city and the abntters, 
would not be a heavy burden, 
And \ve 


could borrow as much more as the in- 
crease 
in valuation would warrant, 


always keeping within one per cent of the 
total. 


l>lt. Houghton thought that nothing 


would yield the city bettor returns than 
permanent improvements on streets in 
which the water aud gas pipes and sewers 
are all right, lie thnught Main and 
State streets, Eagle street to the bridge, 
Union street to the first bridge, and per- 
haps Bank street, were ready for treat- 
ment, and that Church street should also 
have attention on account of the normal 
school. The streets in the- centre of the 
city should he-attended to first and theu 
the work should be extended to the other 
streets. 


Mayor Hougbton considered this sug- 


gestion in ihe line of progress. Tho city 
charter he considered very near perfec- 
tion. If the best citizens would continue 
the sacrifice which is necessary to faith, 
fully carry out its provisions there was no 
question BB to where North Adams would 
stand among the-cities of the state so far 
t£ good government .was concerned, He. 


said if the proposed step was considered 
wise tlie innttor should be recommended 


j to the city council, as it would be neces- 
sary to move soon in order to get the mat- 
ter properly before the legislature. Still 
there was no need of haste. It was a mat- 
ter that should be thought over. Mayor 
Houghion had no scheme of his own that 
he wanted to put through. lie was ready 
to support any pUn that would bring 
about th'e desired results. 


Ollterv Heard From. 


President Wilkinson hoped all present 


would express themselves freely. He told 
about the law in New York state, which 
allows the assessment of one half the ex- 
pense of ptreet improvements on the abut- 
ters. This is not so here, but the legisla- 
ture might grant an amendment to the 
charter so that it could be done in this 
city. To go on as we ar« goi;ig now, lay- 
ing out $15,000 or ^20,000 a year on the 
streets, it would take a long- time to pul 
them in the condition they should be in. 


In answer to questions from A. J. 


Witherell Mayor Houghton said abutters 
would be asseessed according to the 
value of their property and not by the 
front foot, and that the street railroad 
company could be compelled by tho board 
of public works to do anything reasonable 
in the way of keeping the streets through 
which the road passes in order. 


George B. Perry wanted to know if 


there were any legal objections in the wav 
of the proposed plan. The mayor replied 
that he did not think there were. Mr. 
Perry then said he appreciated what the 
mayor was doing in giving his best 
thought to the improvement of our young 
city. There was a great deal of thought 
in what he had studied out, and if there 
was anyone in the room who did not 
think street improvement one of the 
most important questions before the city 


i he should like to hear from him. Mr. 
i Perry thought we had puttered long 


enough and that it was high time to do 
permanent work. 


George M. Darby was glad the mayor 


bad brought this subject before the board 
of trade. lie believed permanent street 
work would add more to the value of 
property than it would cost, the proposed 
plan was teasible and he hoped it would 
go through. 


James E. Hunter, George V/. Chase, W. 


G. Cady, S. W. Brayton, C. W. Dennett, 
M. E. Couch, City Engineer Emigh, H. 
R. Hamer and Dr. Wallace E. Brown 
spoke on the subject and all expressed 
themselves as heartily in in favor of the 
plan. The only point questioned by Dr. 
Brown was whether one per cent, on the 
valuation would give the city money 
enough. On motion of George B. Perry 
it was voted that the matter be referred 
to the city council, with tbo request that 
they brine; it before the legislaturj when 
it assembles. 


F. F. Murdock, principal of the normal 


school, was introduced and made a short 
speech. He spoke of the "push" of the. 
town and said what North Adams stands 
for is municipal vitality. It Is not beauti- 
ful structures, Lut enterprise and public 
spirit which mak? North Adams what it 
is. Mr. Murdock spoke of the normal 
school and the work it will do here, and 
thought the step toward permanently 
improving the streets was in the right 
direction. 


Just before the meeting closed Mr. 


Wilkinson spoke of the coming lecture to 
be delivered by Hon. H. P. Hepburn of 
New York on "Banking." Eev. A. B. 
Church said he knew Mr. Hepburn per- 
sonally, that he was one of the coolest- 
headed and most intellectual men in the 
country and that all should endeavor to 
hear him when he comes.

laying bare the retina in animals, experi- 
menters have seen the reversed images, 
formed there, of external objects." 


I will not attempt to discuss the ques- 


tion why the image being reversed on the 
retina does not so appear to the observer, 
but it evidently does so appear to the boy 
referred to. Suffice it to state that this 
subject has not been finally settled, and 
may never be, as when the sensitiveness 
of the retina is established, "when the in- 
fant's eye iirst begins to notice the bright 
light of a lamp, although the image has 
been proven to be reversed on the retina 
of the eye, it is known to appear in its 
correct attitude to the observer," and 
should so continue through life. 


Any unusual crossing of the optic nerve 


fibers at the so-called optic chiasm would 
have no effect in producing the abnormal 
condition referred to in the child if any 
anatomical abnormality be present. From 
simply reading of this case, I must leave 
its solution to higher authorities.

heavy. Tho market has declined Ui 
cents, and the decrease in the demand 
for flour with high rail rateg has 
closed nearly all the Superior-Duluth 
and many of the other northwestern 
mills. Cotton has declined three-six- 
teenths, and iu spite of all stories that 
tho crop has been nearly marketed, 
continues to come forward steadily. 
With over 5,000,0011 bales in sight al- 
ready, there are estimates based on 
government reports that the-yield is 
8,300,000 bales or less, which would 
leave but 3,300,000 to come forward in 
eight months and three weeks. When 
i2<e official report first came there was 
a rustt of buyers; a few minutes turned 
the can en t, and a rapid decline fol- 
lowed.

DETAILS OF MACEO'S 
DEATH. 


Sl,«t While Alone wltli His Staff Watching 


the I'rogresn of tlie Battle 


llavana, Dee. 12. — Dr. Maximo Zer- 


tucha. formerly the physician of An- 
tonio Maceo, the second in command of 
the insurgent forces, who, after the 
death of Maceo, surrendered to Gen- 
eral Tort at San Felipe, has been in- 
terviewed, it is alleged, by a reporter 
of La Lucha, one of the leading news- 
papers of this city. Dr. Zertueha says 
that Maeeo intpnded to cross the 
trocha 011 December 3, but was pre- 
vented by sickness from doing so. On 
the next day, however, it was an- 
nounced that he would not march 
across the trocha with his men. but 
would go by water around the end of 
(he trocha and meet an insurgent force 
on the Havana side of the line. 
Two 


boats were accordingly prepared, they 
being painted black in order to prevent 
their being seen and the oars were 
muffled so that they could not be heard 
while playing ia the rowlocks. At 
night Maceo and twenty-six meji em- 
barked iu the boats and passeel in front 
of the town of Marie 1, at the northern 
extremity of the western trocha, with- 
out beiag1 seen by any of the Spanish 
sentries thereabouts.

Miro and several other commanders 01 
rebel bands accompanied JIaceo. The 
short voyage was accomplished with- 
out the slightest mishap and the rebel 
party landed at the point selected 
without being discovered 


How Maceo Wa» Killed.
